Two very interesting pieces of the greatest rarity. There is apparently no 
record of the sale of any copies, and the only others in existence seem to be those 
in the British Museum and Lambeth Palace Libraries, both of which are imperfect, 
and in the Cambridge University Library. There are possibly also copies in the 
Bibliotheque Nationale, as Brunet gives a full and accurate description of the 
tracts. The copy in the British Museum lacks a leaf (d]) of the first tract and 
the last leaf of the second tract, the latter defect also occurring in the Lambeth 
copy. 

The subject-matter of these tracts relates to the controversy between the gram¬ 
marians, William Lily, the Latin master of St. Paul’s school, and his assistant 
William Horman on the one side, and Robert Whitinton—many of whose gram¬ 
matical treatises were printed by Pynson—on the other. Lengthy descriptions are 
given by S. R. Maitland ( List of some of the early printed books... at Lambeth. 
pp. 415-19), and by Brunet (under Anti-Bossicon). 

Bound up in the same volume are the following:—

Both books and binding are in very fine condition, the latter indeed being in a 
quite exceptional state of preservation. It was executed by Garret Godfrey of 
Cambridge. The tooling on the sides comprises a roll containing a gryphon, a 
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wivern, and a lion, with the binder’s initials under the lion, separated from each 
other by branches of foliage, 4 times repeated to form a border enclosing a panel 
formed by another roll (quatrefoils within lozenges formed by ornamental diagonal 
lines). These rolls are reproduced on plate xxvi, rolls i and iii respectively of 
Mr. G. J. Gray’s Earlier Cambridge Stationers and Bookbinders.

The stamp with medallion busts with the initials G. P. is very similar to one 
used by John Reynes, and the occurrence of two companion volumes, uniformly 
bound but yet one with the G. P. mark and the other with J. R., suggests a closer 
relationship between the two workshops than has hitherto been suspected.

A most interesting Manuscript, apparently unpublished, written and bound for 
and presented to King Edward VI on the development of his fatal disease. It 
begins with a table of contents, amongst which is a chapter entitled “ Mvne 
opinyon according to lerned authorise of Auncient Authores of Guaicum ; that 
wolde to God my body could labour, or my Hart could thynke that thinge that 
myght do yr. moste excellent Ma tc Good,” etc. This is subscribed “By y r . 
Graces moste bowden humble subiecte and Dayly Oratour Walt Cromer.” The 
text begins “ Theis bey the Sainges of Authoritie gathered by me of the Olde & 
Auncient Authoures of Physike and Surgerie to ornate and sett forth the Barbers 
Hall according to the originall beginning,” etc. 

Of the author little seems to be known, but that he was a physician of con¬ 
siderable distinction is shown from a reference to him among the State Papers at 
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the Record Office (quoted here from The Annals of the Barber-Surgeons of London , 
by Sidney Young, 1890) : “ 19th January, 1530. A letter from De Augustinis, 
written from the palace at Esher, to Cromwell, desires that Dr. Butts [who had 
the best practice of any physician of his time, and was a personal friend of King 
Henry VIII] or Dr. Walter Cromer may be sent to the Cardinal . .

When the title-page of this Gallery was engraved, about 1665, the plates had 
probably been in course of production for fifteen years or more. They are by 
Jan Lutma, Visscher, Theodor Matham, Van Daalen, Vermeulen, and Falck-, 
arid are magnificent specimens of engraving, especially in these brilliant unlettered 
engravers’ proofs. Some of the plates are etched by a peculiar process, called “ au 
maillett” by its inventor, Jan Lutma. This is an unmatched and unmatchable 
copy, which passed through Marictte’s hands in 1678, one of the plates bearing his 
name and that date on the back, while the inscriptions to all the plates, as well as 
the MS. list of plates, are in his handwriting. Altogether there are 41 plates, thus 
composed: Of Nos. 3, 6, 30 there are double impressions, one before all lettering, 
and one after the artists’ names. The other 38 seem to compose the complete set 
of the Reynst Cabinet, a matter unknown to Brunet and other writers, who only 
specify 33 plates. The 38 are enumerated by Mariette as 1-25, 25*, 26, 26*, 
27-36. Three plates near the end—31, 32, 36—are avec la lettre—that is, the\ 
bear the artists’ names. 

The Reynst Cabinet, collected by Gerard Reynst, of Amsterdam, partly in 
England, partly on the Continent, contained some of the rarest and best pictures 
of the Old Masters.

Schreiber and Solheby look upon this as the fourth edition while Heineken 
thinks it is the second, but it must be understood that the precedence of the 
editions except those which Schreiber denominates first and second, is provisional. 
With the exception of these two all the six editions were printed from different 
woodblocks and differ materially as different manuscripts were used as models. 

Schreiber {Manuel de la Gravure sur boh ) places the various editions in three 

groups. His first three editions form Group A j his fourth edition forms Group B ; 
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his fifth and sixth editions form Group C. Although he places these groups in 
this order of publication , he admiis that both groups B and C contain evidence of 
having been copied from earlier manuscripts than those in Group A. 

The following inscription inside the front cover considerably adds to the interest 
of the volume, demonstrating that the binding itself was executed before 16 May, 
1495-— in all probability soon after 1478, the date of the MS. in the volume: see 
below.

Bractschedl’s pupil referred to was undoubtedly George Duke of Bavaria, called

Rupert, Elector Palatine, in 1501.
